If th e Senate saw fit to am end th e bill, 
so as to ap p ro p riate th e w hole am o u n t of $48,000, 
th e com m ittee w ere perfectly w illing, I u t th ey had 
recom m ended th e 
passage of th e bill w ithout 
am endm ent, in order to be on th e safe side. 
Mr. J ohnson said th a t w ith th e statem en t of 
th e 
com m itted 
of th e estim ates, show ing the 
total am o u n t of *3,420 m ore th an called for, lie 
th o u g h t th ere could be no objection to th e passage 
of th e bill. 
He th o u g h t th e sam e as th e C hairm an, 
Mr. H ill, th a t it was sim ply fo r th e com m ittee to in ­ 
vestigate and re p o rt w hat th e m oney w as to he 
used for. 
They have done so. 
Two of th e com m it­ 
tee are practical p rin ters, and th e wise course would 
be to accept th e ir rep o rt and imss th e bill a t once. 
Mr. R o w ell said th a t of th e am o u n t asked for, 
ab o u t 88,000 Í9 f<»r m aterial already purchased th a t 
has n o t been paid for. 
T he p ress and 5,000 pounds 
of long p rim er w ere purchased by th e l ist .State 
P rin ter. 
T he 
pay-roll now contains 
fifty-f »ur 
nam es, and will n o t likely he 
increased. * The 
average price paid p rin ters is *27 a week. 
The pay­ 
roll also includes *200 a m onth paid th e S late 
P rinter. 
These item s cover very near th e en tire 
expenses necessary d u rin g th is term and for six 
w eeks after th e term will have expired. 
H e did n o t 
think th a t a less am o u n t th an $45,000 could bo g o t 
along w ith. 
Mr. P ardee said th a t tw o of these item s w ere for 
horse-keeping and horse-shoeing, and w anted to 
know w hether th e p rin tin g was to be done by horse­ 
pow er, 
Mr. J ohnson said th a t th e p ress would he run by 
stcarn, and th a t the horse was necessary for th e p u r­ 
pose of delivering t lie m aterial betw een th e P rim ing 
Office and th e C apitol. 
Mr. E n o s vaid th a t he w as a little sensitive on 
th is m a tte r of horse shoeing, because in San F ra n ­ 
cisco th e re had recently been b ro u g h t in a bill of 
$4,600 for shoeing horses for th e city officials, and 
he did n -t wish any tilin g of th a t kind in Sacram cuto 
if he could help it. 
The P resid en t pro tcin., Mr. B arer, sai.l th a t th is 
being th e th ird reading of th e bill, if it is to be 
passed as an item ized bill, it o u g h t to go back to 
th e com m ittee w ith special instru ctio n s to th a t 
effect. 
Mr. S e a rs —I t w as certainly th e intention, w hen 
th is bill w as recom m itted, th a t th e com m ittee 
should exam ine into these item s, and they should 
th en am end th is bi 1 so as to cover each ileiu, statin g 
w hat it was for. 
Those w ere th e instru ctio n s in ­ 
tended ; b u t it seem s th e com m ittee did n ot so u n ­ 
derstan d th em , because it w as m entioned by several 
Senators th a t th e press and t\ p e had been p u r­ 
chased m onths ago, and th e price of th a t m aterial 
jould be ascertained, and th a t uould be covered by a 
separate a p p ro p riatio n ; and so on in regard to the 
o th er item s. 
I do n ot like to vote on th is bill in 
its p resen t condition. 
I prefer to vote w hatever 
m oney is absolutely uecessary to cover each item 
required, and n o t lum p it ill one mass. 
If abso­ 
lutely necessary, I do n o t object to i t ; b u t for th e 
purpose of testin g th e question, I will m ake a m o­ 
tion th a t it he recom m itted w ith instru ctio n s th a t 
th e com m ittee separate 
those 
item s and m ake 
separat ; appropriations fo r each one. 
Mr. J o h n s o n m oved to am end, th a t th e com m ittee 
be in stru c ted to rep o rt im m ediately. 
Mr. Sears said h e could n o t accept th e am end­ 
m ent, because th e com m ittee w ould need to have 
tim e to fram e a su b stitu te bill. 
Mr. W e s t hoped th a t th e reference would he 
m ade. 
A ju s t and correct system of business re- 
piires th a t all ap p ropriations m ade for th e different 
b U te in stitu tio n s should be m ade o a an item ized 
account, and th a t only so m uch of th e am o u n t ap ­ 
propriated for c l eh p articu lar pun»ose should be 
used, and no m ore. 
Mr. J o h n s o n said th a t he desired th e sam e m íe in 
th is case th a t has prevailed ever since C alifornia 
has been a S tate. 
T he appropriations have always 
been m ade in gross, and it is an in su lt to th e S tate 
officers to tell them th a t th ey cannot be tru sted 
w ith m oney. 
We wish to tre a t th e S tate officers, in 
resp ect to app r- p riations, as we tre a t o u r wives 
w ith housekeeping inonev. 
We do n ot exact an ac­ 
co u n t of every q u arter of a d ollar th a t is expended 
in th e household, and we do n o t wish an appropria­ 
tion bill incum bered and loaded dow n w ith am end­ 
m ents and w ith provisions f<*r th e expenditure of 
every q u a rte r of a d ollar nam ed in th e bill. 
Mr. Zuce said th a t he did n o t th in k th ere was a 
S en ato r on th e floor w ho, upon th e request of an 
em ploye, w ould draw a check f«»r $45,000 w ithout 
finding o u t w here th e m oney was going and w h at it 
was intended for. 
Mr. J o h n s o n — H ave we n o t ju s t exactly such a 
statem en t here, w hich th e com m ittee certiffea to he 
correct, and which is th e statem e n t read here a t the 
desk ?

one of those bills in w hich y o u can om nibus an 
m any item s as you please, providing you m ake a 
general appropriation.

I t is m aking a 
general appropriation for one d ep a rtm en t of th e 
S tate G overnm ent, and u n d er Section 29 of A rticle

tion fo r a ‘cparute dep artm en t of th is S tate it can 
only be done, u n d er th e C onstitution, by a general 
appropriation bill.

H e proposed to a x c u d b y in sertin g the 
w ords, “ E xcept such certificates as have been ob­ 
tain ed by p urchase, bribery and co rru p t practice, 
th e sam e to be proven in o p e s C o u rt.” 
Mr. T t l k r withdrew the motion to ztrike out the 
enacting clause. 


M r Corcoran considered th is one of th e m os’ 
iniquitous bills th a t ha* ever com e before th e Legis­ 
lature. 
There is no need of it in th e first place, be 
cause th a t p art of th e C onstitution requires legisla­ 
tion to p u t into operation. T here aro 3,293 teacher? 
iu the S tate and 205,000 school child ren , o r 62 chil­ 
dren to each teacher. 
W hile th e ger.tleinen a»t 
exercising so m uch fear for th e teachers, they should 
th in k of th e children, whose education is in the 
h ands m any tim es of incom petent teach er» 
M r. SpENCBR said th e H ouse had ju s t p a ^ e d a law 
m aking th e practice of law easy, and he could n o t see 
how they could conscientiously refuse to pass this 
bill. 
There is g reat uneasiness all over th e S tate p 
regard to th e m eaning of th e C onstitution on thi-> 
point, « n d th e m inds of teacher» should be w t at 
rest.. 
The am endm ent he did not deem necessary,, 
for if teachers have obtained certificates by fraud, 
it is a well-known rule th a t fraud vitiates everything. 
Mr. McIntosh opposed th e bill. 
The C onstitution 
did n ot revoke the certificates ut all, and they would 
hold u n til Ju ly . A general bill will be passed before 
th a t tim e which will set th e w hole m a tte r at rest. 
M r. H arris favored th e bill. 
He was a friend to 
th e honored profession. 
T here is a corps of able 
teachers th ro u g h o u t th e .State a n i tiieir rights 
o u g h t to be respected. He did n o t believe th a t th ere 
was a single teach er in th e county w here he resided 
who had obtained a certificate by fraud or undue 
influence. 
H ow ever, he would prefer th a t some 
g u ilty ones should slip th ro u g h ra th e r th an any in ­ 
nocent ones should be m ade to suffer any w rong or 
injustice. 
.Mr. B ru n e r said if th is bill should be rejected it 
w ould be p erp etratin g a g rievous w rong ui>on a 
respectable class of people, such as ha» never been 
p erp etrated by any Legislature in th e h istory ot the 
S tate. 
T he b ill does n ot give th em any farth er 
rig h ts th an th ey had before. 
H e hoped th e bill 
w ould pass. 
Mr. T y le r offfered a s u b stitu te to th e effect th a t 
*11 certificates shall he considerad good u ntil such 
tim e as som e general law shall be passed. 
Mr. B r a u n h a rt hoped th e su b stitu te would not 
prevail. 
H e could »ee no reason w hy th e Legisla­ 
tu re should punish a class of teachers w ho are well 
qualified for th e positions th ey hold at th e p resen t 
tim e. 
It. Í9 a p art of th e co n tract w hich they 
en tered into w ith th e State. 
Mr. Chandler favored th e passage of th e original 
bill, and hoped th a t th e su b stitu te w ould be voted 
down. 
He could see no go«»d reason w hy th e teach ­ 
ers should n o t be continued in «heir occupation. 
Mr. M uliiollaX D said h e presum ed th e re w as no 
question as to th e pow er of th e body to fram e a 
g eneral law’ th a t will govern th i9 w hole m atter. 
The su b stitu te m erely confirm s th e certificates now- 
held u n til stieh tim e as a general law shall be 
passed. 
H e indorsed th e su b stitu te, and would 
m ove th e previous question. 
The H ouse refused to o rd er th e m ain question. 
Mr. Y oung was in favor of th e original bill. 
He 
could n ot b rin g him self to vote to dep riv e in d u stri­ 
ous girls of th e ir only m eans of m aking a living by 
destroying th e only capital th ey possess. 
M any of 
them have widowed m others and fatherless children 
to supp o rt, aud jterhaps, by reason of th e very 
an x iety consequent upon a realization of th e g reat 
resjK m sihility restin g upon th em , m ight fail if forced 
to undergo* an o th er exam ination. 
H e spoke a t 
length upon th e m easure, tra cin g it in all its b ear­ 
ings upon th e teachers of th e S tate, and appealed to 
th e m em bers to stand by him . 
Mr. H ardy th o u g h t th e bill en tirely unnecessary, 
in his co n struction of th e w ords of th e C o nstitution, 
if an y th in g w ere needed to p ro tect th e teachers he 
w ould be w illing to g ra n t it. 
The su b stitu te was lost. 
The bill was th en passed—avcs 64, noes 11. 
A t 5 o’clock, on m otion of Mr. Cameron, th e As­ 
sem bly adjourned.

respect for th e opinion of th e S uprem e C ourt, would 
go into th e R epublican L egislature th is w eek, b u t 
such w as h is feelings a t being sh u t o u t of th e S tate 
H ouse y esterd ay th a t th e re is very little danger of

MORE 
PATERNAL GOVERNMENT. 


Assemblyman Braunhart has introduced 
a bill providing that all school text-books 
shall be printed by the State, and be 
furnished gratuitously to the people, and 
that no other text-books shall boused. The 
last provision is clearly in conflict with 
the Constitution,-which (Article IX ., Sec­ 
tion 7), provides that the local Boards of 
Education and Boards of Supervisors and 
County Superintendents shall “ adopt a 
“ series of text-books for the nse of common 
“ schools within their respective junsdic- 
“ tion.” 
As to the general proposition, it 
is a had one, and altogether within the 
line of paternal government. 
To carry it 
out the State would have to go into the 
hook publishing business on a large scale ; 
would have to spend hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in p la n t; would have to pur­ 
chase the copyright of a series of text­ 
books, at no one can say what outlay ; 
and 
when all 
this was done the ex­ 
travagance, wastefulness and inefficiency 
of the whole undertaking would he guar­ 
anteed by the absence of all personal in­ 
terest from its management. 
The apparent 
idea of the framer of the bill, that the 
people would pain by having what is called 
“ free” text-books, is fallacious. 
Every 
text-hook would have to he paid for by the 
people, in the form of taxes, 
and the 
rational presumption is that they would 
cost a great deal more than they ought to 
do, because of the laxity which always 
pervades government industries. 
In fact, 
the proposition is to the effect that the 
people of California shall invent a ma­ 
chinery for the purpose of making their 
text-books dearer and poorer, and 
for 
adding to the already burdensome list of 
political offices which are regarded as 
the spoils of party warfare. 
Such 
a 
scheme, 
moreover, would be very apt 
to 
stand 
in 
the way of 
educational 
reform. 
The people are just learning that 
far too much reliance has been placed upon 
text-books in the past, and that the most 
effective education reduces their number 
considerably. 
W e do nut, at such a junc­ 
ture, want any official and arbitrary rein­ 
forcement of the old methods. 
The pro­ 
ject, indeed, is objectionable throughout, 
and it is in contraveutiou of all enlight­ 
ened governmental doctrines. 
It is de­ 
sirable that governments shall do less than 
at present, not more. 
Over-government is 
one of the most insidious foes genuine 
freedom ami progress have to fear. 
And 
it is no part of the functions of govern­ 
m ent to enter into competition with its 
own citizens in the manufacture of any 


staple. 


JÜ L ES 
FAVRE. 


Jules Favre, whose death is announced 
this morning, was a French statesman and 
jurist of national reputation, whose ser­ 
vices to his country during the war with 
Germany gave him a wide notoriety. 
He 
negotiated the armistice with Bismarck 
outside the walls of Paris, and he was 
among the flist to ^falize the futility of 
further resistance, though he had pre­ 
viously believed, with Gambetta, in the 
possibility of raising fresh armies and 
breaking the leaguer about the capital. 
Favre was a republican of the advanced 
type, a fervid and impiassioned orator, and 
a statesman of considerable reach and 
power. 
H e was not only a Senator hot a 
member of the Academy, and he is said to 
have valued his reputation t.s a man of 
letters even more than his political fame. 
H e was not a great man, but an able and 
industrious one. and a sincere lover of his 
country. 
His memory will he cherished 
by France, and his counsels w ill perhapis 
be missed in the near future, should the 
impending war-cloud break over threat­ 
ened Europe. 


THE CHINESE QUESTION AT WASHINGTON. 


In the diplomatic appointments just sent j 
to the Senate, President H ayes appears to 
have followed a more intelligent principle 
than l as usually governed the tilling of 
those offices. 
Instead of piutting neti and 
inexperienced men into the vacant mis­ 
sions, he has taken diplomatists of well- 
proved capacity. 
By this method lie has 
secured probably the most efficient diplo­ 
matic service that can be had under this 
form of Government. 
If it is worth while 
to keep up foreign missions at all, it is 
worth while to keep them up w ell, aad 
heretofore it cannot be said that this has 
been done. For the most part foreign posts 
have been given to politicians who had 
failed at home, and it has only been 
thought desirable to Bcek something ap­ 
proaching competency' in one or two of 
the moat important missions. 
Consulates 
have generally been reserved as a means of 
getting rid of 
people who 
had 
some 
claim 
upon 
the 
Administration, 
and 
who were considered ineligible for respon­ 
sible positions at home. The incompetence 
of many of these officials has been much 
better known in 
Europe than in the 
United States, and not a few of them have 
caused scandals which have brought dis­ 
credit upon the American name. 
It is cer­ 
tainly time that some effort should be 
made to secure efficiency' in these appoint­ 
ments, and the only way to do so is to 
retain in office men who have demon­ 
strated their capacity. 
Commonly our 
Ministers and Consuls have been removed 
about the time when they were beginning 
to understand the duties of their positions, 
and the new-comers have of course had to 
begin at the beginning and learn every­ 
thing. 
The United States occupy far too 
important a place among the nations at 
present to he able to afford to let their 
diplomatic service continue in this chaotic 


state. 
If only out of self-respect this 
service should be carefully fostered, and 
a 
system 
should 
be 
engrafted 
upon 
it. 
In 
all 
other 
governments 
the 
diplomatic service is conducted with a view 
to securing the best possible results, and to 
this end faithtul and intelligent conduct is 
rewarded by promotion. 
Diplomacy is 
made a career, and one result of this prac­ 
tice is that our Ministers are seldom lit to 
cope with their colleagues, because they 
lack the requisite training and experience. 
There has of late been more or less talk of 
abolishing foreign missions altogether, the 
argument in favor of this course being that 
the telegraph has practically superseded 
them. 
But so long as all the other Powers 
adhere to the present system it is clear that 
the United States could not abandon it 
without loss of prestige, and besides, there 
are frequent occasions where the need of a 
minister on the spot is strongly felt. 


A just cause of complaint in this con­ 
nection is the insufficiency of the income 
attached to the more important missions. 
It is evident that an American Minister at 
a foreign Court ought to have the moans of 
presenting as liberal an appearancd as his 
colleagues. 
To enable him to do this is 
purely a matter of national business, and 
no consideration of mere economy should 
inteifere with it. 
A M inister who cannot 
live in the style common to the other 
foreign representatives at the Court to 
which he is accredited, ¡3 prevented from 
exercising 
the 
influence 
he 
should 
possess, 
and 
his 
country 
is 
humili­ 
ated 
through 
him. 
A t present 
it is 
notorious 
that 
only a rich 
man 
can 
afford to take the Russian, English or 
French Missions, and then the Minister 
must spend out of I1Í3 own resources about 
double what his Government allows him. 
This is all wrong, and Congress ought to 
put the leading Missions upon a better 
financial basis. 
The best available diplo­ 
matic talent is by ño means always to be 
found among the richer class of citizens, 
but as the case stands no poor man, how­ 
ever capable, can take these positions. This 
is an injustice to the people, and it tends 
to make diplomacy the appanage of the 
wealthy alone. 
The republic is too rich 
to dicker over diplomatic expenses like 
some 
little 
South 
American 
Govern­ 
ment. 
It 
ought 
to 
take 
a 
pride 
in sending some of its ablest men to foreign 
pirts, and in maintaining them handsomely 
while they are abroad. 
It ought also to 
insist that the principle applied by the 
President to these new appointments shall 
be made the rule and not the exception, 
and that faithful diplomatic service shall 
hereafter be the guarantee of promotion 
and retention in office. 
W e have all the 
uses for diplomacy that any Government 
has, and the probability is that we shall 
have more instead of less need for it in the 
future. 


ANOTHER SAND LOT BILL. 


It m ost be confessed that the California 
delegation have good ground for question­ 
ing the inclination of Secretary Evarts to 
secure any modification in the (. hiñese 
treaty, aad that they are justified in urging 
the question upon Congress. 
And it is evi­ 
dent that circumstances are such this 
year to give them a better leverage than 
they have ever had before, for the electoral 
votes of the Pacific States are concerned, 
and there is certain to be a rivalry between 
the parties for their possession. 
It is far 
more important to California that the Chi­ 
nese question should be satisfactorily set­ 
tled than that this or that individual should 
be elected President, and it is possible that 
the partisan needs of Republicans and 
Democrats at W ashington may evolve a 


aolution of this problem. 
One thing is 
certain, namely, that Congress must face 


th e issue squarely. 


Assemblyman M aybell has introduced a 
bill fixing the rate of interest at six pc-r 
cent. 
W hat does he think such a law 
would do for his coustituents ? 
When a 
poor man stands in urgent need of money, 
lie has to pay high fo.r the loan, because 
the lender runs considerable risk of losing 
it. 
If the poor man has no good securities 
to offer he must pay an 
insurance on 
the lender’s risk. 
Usury laws forbid the 
payment of that insurance, and in so doing 
they prevent the poor man from borrov. ing 
at all. 
The interest on money is regulated 
by the state of the demand for it. 
If in­ 
terest is naturally high the effect of a law 
reducing it will he to drive capital into 
other channels, and thus to make the case 
of the necessitous borrowerharderthanever. 
A ll usury laws are attem pts to make 
water run uphill. 
The fact that they 
are retained on the statute books of many 
States only serves to show how slow the 
growth of intelligence is. 
It is, however, 
a safe assertion that no law of the kind 
ever relieved the borrower, or made it one 
whit the easier for anyone to obtain capi­ 
tal at need. 
Mr. Maybell probably has 
not studied political economy. 
Pei haps he 
thinks that all works on that science are 
written by and for “ bloated monopolists,” 
“ g.dd-hugs,” and people of that stripe. 
Nevertheless it might do him some good if 
ho would step into the State Library ar.d 
read Beutham’s Letters on Usury. 
If, 
after that, he sti’l thinks his hill a good 
one, we shall have to give him up, hut we 
iiope better things of him iu the mean­ 
time.

THE PAY OF LEGISLATORS. 


The proposal to reduce the pay of mem- 
l). rsof the Legislature to $o ; er diem found 
¡ no favor at the hands of the Assembly. 
The sincerity of it was open to question, 
br.t the sentiment of the Assembly on the 
subject was n ade perfec.ly clear. 
The 
Constitution allowed them §8 per diem, 
and they were determined to take all they 
were allowed. 
W e have no fault to find 
v.ith their resolve on this head, for we 
think it ii what any legislative body would 
have done, and in fact what any average 
assembly of humau beings uudcr similar 
circumstances would have done. 
But we 
do think that it would have been m ire 
judicious to have simply voted the resolu­ 
tion 
down 
than 
to 
have 
attempted 
labored arguments to show that members 


earn their eight dollars a day. 
A cold­ 
blooded examination of all the available 
data would, we are afraid, disprove this 
position. 
Taking Legislatures in the lump 
it is very doubtful whether they do not da 
more harm than good ; whether the com ­ 
munity would not save money by holding 
legislative sessions, say once in six years. 
The idea that every member is somehow 
advancing the general welfare w e arc com­ 
pelled to characterize as in the main fal­ 
lacious. 
Unfortunately a very largo pro­ 
portion of ail the time occupied by auy 
session is something worse thau wasted. 
Nine-tenths of the debates had only serve 
to exhibit the ignorance, perversity and 
stupidity 
of 
the 
speakers, 
and 
the 
longest harangues are usually altogether 
demagogic, and of no possibly utility to 
the people. 
There are, moreover, always 
many members whom it would pay to 
pension off at the beginning of the session, 
while there are others who are never heard 
of at all, and whose votes are mere echoes of 
somebody else’a ideas. 
It may he com­ 
forting to the members themselves to im­ 
agine that they are doing a great work, but 
if they draw upon their experience and 
memory they will recall the significant fact 
that the public always appear to utter a 
sigh of relief when a session expires, and 
that so long as it lasts everybody is appre­ 
hending some calamitous measures. 
Let 
members take all the Constitution allows 
them. 
They are sure to do it, in any case. 
But let them cultivate a little modesty, 
and not weary- an indulgent and long- 
sull'criug public with boastful intimations 
as to what their services are worth.

years ago Morton was appointed a Treasury 
Agent for inspection duly at the fur seal

citizenship.

Alaska as 
all appointee from Indiana had expired, 
and 
similarly, while holding the lucra­ 
tive 
office at Honolulu. 
He had been 
nominated to their great surprise, ns Collec­ 
tor for the extremely important district of 
San Francisco without a single request being 
on file from California for his nomination, 
and without one word of request or recom­ 
mendation in his behalf having ever been re­ 
ceived by any member of the California 
delegation until after his nomination, in the 
face of their united personal protest to the 
President, has been sent to the Senate.

ter hearing the California Senators, and 
asking several incidental questions, tie com­ 
mittee proceeded with the other business 
previously pending, but before adjourning the 
Morton case was set down for consideration 
and action at the next regular meeting on the 
27th instant. 
It was rumored about the 
Capitol to-day that this postponement of ac­ 
tion (which is believed to favor Morton’s 
chances by affording enlarged opportunities 
for the exeition of sympathetic appeals and 
Presidential patronage influence-) was pro­ 
cured partly by the influence of Washington 
representatives of the Ohio whisky distill.rs 
and high wine manufacturers, who, it is said, 
expect to facilitate their long-standing efforts 
to monopolize the California trade by having 
the San Francisco Collector’s office under the 
control of seme Eastern man. 
Representative 
Page, referring 
to the 
criticisms of some California papéis that the 
passage of his joint tesolutiou for the ap­ 
pointment of a Debris Commission would de­ 
lay appropriations, says that while he would 
favor a direct appropriation, and work for 
one with all the energy he possesses, yet he is 
clearly of opinion that his measure will 
foci itate an appropriation in the only prac­ 
ticable way possible.

been included in the contract.

casli transaction. The owners of the road have 
been induced to part with the stock in 
order to share with others the control of the 
company, believing that this divided control 
will add to the value of the property.

been held by the original builders—Iceland 
Stanford, C. P. Huntington, Charles Crocker 
and C. F. Crocker.

Three of the S u te Prison Directors were 
in the city yesterday, and went to Folsom to 
visit the new prison building there. 
The

last night, and it is expected they will go to 
Folsom to-day, accompanied by Assembly­ 
man M ay, of the Committee on Prisons. 
Notice has been given of the election of 
Chancellor Hartson, from N apa county, to 
the Assembly, to till the seat made vacaut by 
the death of Assemblyman Maclay. 
Mr. 
H artson will arrive from N apa to-day and be 
sworn in in the Assembly. 
Members of the San Francisco Board of 
Trade and of the Sacramento Board of Trade 
have had an informal consultation with a 
num ber of legislators relative to a proposed 
bill for the repeal of the present insolvency 
A ct and the enactm ent of a new law, for 
which petitions have been circulated and 
freely signed in ¡áau Francisco and Sacra­ 
m ento by business men. 
The new bill will 
be introduced by Senator Dickinson, its au­ 
thor, to-day. 
Substantially it re-establishes 
for the State the national bankruptcy law, 
w ithout the cumbersome machinery which 
was provided for in th at to make it effective. 
I t provides for 
voluntary and involun­ 
tary 
bankruptcy, 
and 
tor 
corporations 
and 
copartnerships 
being 
discharged 
in bankruptcy. 
Tbe aggregate of indebted­ 
ness required to enable one to avail of the 
A ct is ¡SÓU0. 
U nder this A ct an application 
will work the absolute dissolution of proceed­ 
ings in attachm ent had within three months 
prior to the application. 
I t empowers the 
assignee to receive the property of the bank­ 
rupt and to make an equitable distribution. 
The assignee 
may also recover property 
fraudulently disposed of by debtors. 
The 
Supreme Court is to prepare a code of rules 
for proceedings in bankruptcy. 
Under the 
present insolvent law, it is claimed by the 
friends of the measure, there is no security 
for the creditor, no equitable distribution of 
assets assured, and no means of preventing 
one creditor from absorbing the whole estate 
to the exclusion cf ail others. 
One Senator, 
whose opinion was asked, declared the pri - 
posed A ct a beueticent measure and the pres­ 
ent insolvent law a relic of barbarism. An­ 
other Senator pronounced the new hill as un­ 
just, impending ruin to interior traders, and 
the placing of interior debtors at the mercy 
o f city boards of trade. 
The author of the 
measure says this latter judgm ent is not jus­ 
tified, and th at the Act is in the interest of 
the debtor fair-dealing class, and receives 
the support of business men in all parts.

The annual meeting of the State Agricul­ 
tural Society was held a t Central H all yester­ 
day afternoon. 
The purpose of the meeting 
was to elect a President and three Directors. 
The Directors whose terms expired were L. 
U. Shippee, San Joaquin ; W . P. Coleman, 
Sacramento, and D ana Perkins, Placer. The 
retiring 
President, 
H . AI. 
L arut, 
pre­ 
sided, 
I t being generally understood that 
there was little contest for any of the posi­ 
tions to be tilled, the meeting was not so 
large as th at of last year. 
The representa­ 
tion from abroad was, however, quite full 
President Earue called to order, and stated 
the objects of the meeting, and said the 
Directors to be elected would serve three 
years and the President one year. 
Mr. La­ 
rue briefly reviewed his administration dur­ 
ing the past year, in which he had discharged 
the duties incumbent upon him p> the utmost 
of his ability, ami believed that in the face of 
the obstacles which the Society had to over­ 
cone the late fair was a success, and in proof 
of it he referred to the records of the organ­ 
ization. 
The reading of the minutes of the 
last annual meeting was, on motion prevail­ 
ing, dispensed with. 
The Secretary, I. N. 
Hoag, then read the annual report of the 
Board of Directors in part, when, on motion 
of G. W . Hancock, a portion of the report 
was passed, and the reading counned to the 
financial showings, and to that part referring 
to the relation of the Society to the State 
under the Constitution. 
The report was 
ad pt-'d. 
L. J . Rose, of Eos Angeles, addressed the 
meeting, saying the Society would owe by 
t-he next fair some $10,000 old debt. 
I t had 
been hoped the State might a il in paying 
that debt, but counsel advises th at it cannot 
do so without taking control of the Society. 
The debt must be cleared, and unless it is the 
Society will be greatly hanqiered and crip­ 
pled. 
The debt was contracted for improve­ 
ments made two years ago. 
If the debt is 
paid he believed the Society fairs can be car­ 
ried on su icesafully and made self-supporting. 
He believed it a m atter calling for the aid of 
the citizens of Sacramento. 
The Board had 
canvassed the m atter and could not see what 
could be done unless Sacramento came to the 
relief of the Society. 
He moved th at three 
members of the legal profession and five mem­ 
bers of the Society act with the Board and 
devise, consider and report to the Board ways 
and means and generally to investigate the 
whole m atter. 
Air. Chase, of San Francisco, said an 
equally large debt of the Society had been 
once cleared off by selling life-memberships 
in Sacramento, and in the State. 
H e be­ 
lieved the debt could be cleared off and the 
Society secured a prosperous future. 
Coleman Younger, of Santa. Clara, knew 
the worth and value of the Society to the 
State. 
Sacramento had always responded 
to the calls of the Society. 
He believed she 
would do so again. 
She received benefits 
by reason of the Society’s location, and the 
improvements made had been made in Sacra­ 
mento. 
Unless Sacramento helped the So­ 
ciety, where could it look for help. 
H e be­ 
lieved tliis 
gallant people would m ain­ 
tain 
their 
own 
interests; 
they 
had 
a 
right 
to 
keep 
the 
fair 
here. 
He 
believed 
this 
the 
proper 
place 
for the Society. 
Place it under State control 
and the Society would be put on wheels. 
As a Santa Clara representative he wanted 
Saciamento county to keep the State F air 
here where it belongs. 
Air. Simmons believed that Sacramento 
would do her share without a doubt. 
A drunken man who before opposed the 
motion here creat-d a disagreeable scene, was 
ruled to his seat, and the motion of Air, Rose 
prevailed unanimously. 
The Chair appointed as such committee S. 
C. Denson, Albert Gallatin, F . A. Horn- 
blower, Christopher Green, VY. H. Mills, J . 
H. McKuue, Creed Haymond and A. P. 
Gatlin. 
The financial statem ent of the Board was 
presented and referred to a committee of ex­ 
amination, consisting of Messrs. Dray, Bas­ 
sett and Frost. 
E. 1. Robinson asked if the Board had 
voted its members or employes life member­ 
ship certificates? 
The Chair replied th at the Board had voted 
Robert Beck, ex .Secretary, and W ill H . 
Beatty, life in embers hips, for services ren­ 
dered, and also to the retiring Directors, and 
that under the resolution of the Board all 
subsequent retiring Directors are to receive 
such certificates. 
Mr. Robinson said he did not believe it 
right, and he offered a resolution declaring 
the act of the B mrd illegal and asking the 
Board to reconsider it. 
E. J . R ise said the Directors had nothing 
to conceal—they had acted as they deemeu 
wise. 
F. R. D ray sai 1 he had heard th at the res­ 
olution to grant the life memberships was an 
old one, to give a Director serving three fail 
years a life membership. 
He had heard one 
of the certificates was to a clerk who had a 
claim for $85, but was willing to take a life 
membership. 
He believed if a Director came 
here and gave his time and worked faithfully 
as a D irector for three years, and without 
compensation, it was right to give him such 
a membership. 
If not prohibited by the by­ 
law-., he favored the act of the Board. 
T. E. Chamberlain, of Placer, said he had 
served teu years as a Director, and never 
knew of a Director receiviug plate or pay for 
services as such. 
The Chair said report* had been circulated 
to the effect that they had, but he knew of 
no such case. 
G. G. Blanchard, of El Dorado, said life 
memberships aie sold at $50, and many had 
been sold. 
To vote a membership certificate 
to any Director is unjust to those who 
have paid $-50 and served as Directors be- 
sidts. 
i t was unjust to the men who, for 
years past, have served, giving time and 
monev freely, and w ithout return, except the 
consciousness of bent filing the public. 
He 
protested against free grants of life inemljer- 
ships. 
Men who accept Directorships do it 
to do good to the public and advance agricult­ 
ure. 
Christoph r Green had served several years 
as a Director, and never received or knew of 
any D irector receiving compensation. On Lis 
part, he had’given money besides service. 
W illiam Johnston, of Richland, said such 
grants to retiring Directors are not new. 
They have been given before. Directors have 
hard work todo, and after three years’service 
he thought it but right to recoguize their ser­ 
vices by such grants. 
George Cone held th at the Directors can­ 
not grant a life membership under the by­ 
laws except on the payment of $50. 
Mr. Robinson said Mr. Johnston was in 
error as to the custom, aud that the late is­ 
sue of memberships was the fiist act of the 
kind. 
F, 11. Dray said that no D irector could be 
injured by the grant of life memberships 
now. 
He believed th at ail Directors who 
hereafter serve three years should be compli­ 
mented by such recognition of their services. 
He believed uo conscientious member really 
believed that a three-year Director should 
not 
be thus compensated. 
Directorships 
should not be confined to the rich. 
G. W . Hancock said it had been in his 
power by a vote to have prevented all the de­ 
bate. 
lie w .s himself a life member, and 
had been for some ten years. 
M r. Hancock began to explain, when Air. 
Robinson interrupted w ith high words, and 
said the statem ent was false. 
To preserve 
order, the meeting resolved that the Chair 
sh"iild name a Si rgeant at-Arms. The Chair 
named T. J . C'luuie, ami he acce]>ted. 
Air. 
Hancock then explained th at he referred to 
Iris vote iu the Board, and not to any power 
he (Hancock) had over Robinson’s res lution. 
Mr. Robinson explained that he had misun­ 
derstood and asked pardon of H r. Hancock. 
Air. Hancock staled th at Directors often 
expend much money. 
He named cases 
where, years ago, dire memberships hail been 
granted in recognition ot past services, also 
mementoes. 
Jerom e C. Davis, Sacramento, said nothing 
1 th at kind hud liefeti done in his case. 
All 
lie ever got from the Society he had won 
fairly on agricultural exhibits aguiust com­ 
petitors. 
T. J . Clunie, Sacramento, thought the 
Board had power to grant life membersh ps 
if it saw :it. 
H e opposed the resolution, and 
was in favor of sustaining the act of the 
1! j ird. 
G. G. Blanchard said there was no law, as 
he unders! - J, authorizing the Board to vote 
compensation. 
, 
T. -I. Ciuuie read from the by-laws, se ting 
out that the D iuctors have the geunal mau- 
ag'-'neut oí the Siwiety in baud. 
Coleman Young, r said 
sometimes the 
Board could not get a quorum, and had con­ 
sidered the proposition of paying directors a 
per diem wi. > atte ded to duty, but had re­ 
solved finally to give those who serve faith­ 
fully for three y. -.rs a life membership. 
If 
the Society holds the Directors cannot pay 
for over service n w recognize meritoriou* 
act*, it will tie the hands of the Board, an i 
Directors will h ive to travel at tueir own ex­ 
pense. 
G. G. Blanch.ii d read to show that the Sec­ 
retary is to lie paid. 1 u t that there is uu refer­ 
ence to paying Directors in any way, and 
being thus omitte 1 by the law amounts to 
prohibition. 
L. J . Rose w.- s sorry to see such feeling. 
He feared the Society would not lie benefited 
by it. 
As a Director he had served aad 
would still serve. 
The Board thought it had 
the power to do us it had. 
Air. Coleman had 
served for fifteen years audserved weli fi r the 
Society, and Air. Shippee had served five 
years, and the Board thought it had the right 
to compliment them for their free work, and 
set an example f or future Directors to em­ 
ulate. 


T. J , Clunie said the Board had all power 
not forbidden to it in managing the Society. 
H e spoke warmly in favor of indorsing the 
act of the Board—a Board th at stauds without 
reproach for its f lithfulness and integrity. 
Christopher Green was glad the m atter had 
been discussed, as it nad been talked of on 
the outside. 
Air. Comstock of Yolo held the Board had 
as good a right to give life certificates as to 
give complimentary tickets, as they have 
to do. 
F . R. D ray moved to refer the whole m at­ 
ter to a committee of eight citizens. 
W m. Johnston reiterated his statem ent 
that the grants were not new, but in accord­ 
ance with custom. 
M r. D ray withdrew his motion to refer, 
that a direct vote m ight be taken. 
On the resolution of Air. Robinson, the 
question was called and a division ordered. 
By 16 to 33 the resolution was defeated, 
and on motion of T. J . Ciuuie, the act cf the 
Board was ratified by a large viva voce vote. 
The election of Fresident being in order, 
Mr. Chase, of San Francisco, nominated H. 
AI. Earue with eulogistic remarks. 
No other 
nominations being made, Air. Bassett and 
Air. D ray were appointed tellers, aud by sus- 
[lension of the rules the Secretary was in­ 
structed unanimously to cast the vote for Air. 
Earue, and it was so done. 
Air. Larue re­ 
turned his thanks and promised faithful and 
earnest service for the ensuiDg year. 
He said 
he was a devoted agriculturist, and had har­ 
vested twenty-nine consecutive annual crops 
from the soil of California. 
Thomas Eraser, of E l Dorado, nominated 
as a Director W . H . Brown, of E l Dorado. 
Air. Schwartz, of San 1 rancisco, nominated 
P. A. Finigan, of San Francisco. 
D. J . Simmons, of Sacramento, nominated 
Christopher Green, of Sacramento. 
Jerom e C. Davis, of Sacramento, nomi­ 
nated L. U . Shippee, Stockton. 
Mr. Shippee declined, as he felt five years’ 
service ought to excuse him. 
Air. Chase, of San Francisco, nominated 
W. P. Coleman, Sacramento. 
Air. Green declined in favor of Mr. Ship­ 
pee, and urged him to stand to the nomina­ 
tion. 
The vote resulted as follows: Total vote, 
54 ; L. U. Shippee, 5 0 ; W. P. Coleman, 50; 
Fiuigan, 46 ; Brown, 10 ; scattering, 4—ami 
the three first named were declared elected 
for a three years’ term. 
Air. Chase offered the following resolu­ 
tion : 
Resolced, That the attention of the Hoard of 
Directors is called to the inadequate facilities ex­ 
tended to the owners of stock for tho purpose of 
boarding the men employed by them , aud that it 
is the sense of the Society that properly constructed 
bu Klines should b e a t onceerectei convenient to 
tbe training stables for the purpose of teiug used as 
kitchens and for sleeping apartments. 
Air. Chase said the stock men, lie thought, 
would themselves advance the means to put 
up the cheap buildings named. 
W ithout 
these he feared that the Btock men would 
cease to 
come. 
They want to practice 
economy, and cannot do so when compelled 
to put their employes into boarding-houses. 
Air. Rose said the lessee's rental had been 
lowered $150 a month in ordei to have him 
consent to the stock men boarding their own 
men. 
He did not oppose the plan, but was 
unwilling to consent to any further creation 
of debt. 
M r. Robinson moved to amend, th at the 
buildings be erected, if done at the expense 
of those desiring them. 
The President said the stock men now have 
the right to put up buildings if they wish. 
Air. Chase was willing to accept the amend­ 
ment. 
All the stock men ask is th at they 
can have proper places tor their employes to 
board and sleep near the stock they have in 
charge. 
Air. D ray moved to amend, that the build­ 
ing should be erected where the Superintend­ 
ent shall direct. 
The resolution, with both amendments, 
was adopted. 
About the time the vote was 
called for on the resolution of purchase, the 
same drunken man who had before created 
much disturbance and interrupted the m eet­ 
ing because so personal in his remarks as to 
be called to order, and refusing to obey, T. J . 
Clunie, as Sergeant-at-Arms, ejected him 
after a struggle, in which both went to the floor 
amidst much excitement 
and 
confusion. 
Order was soon restored, and the meeting 
adjourned with general congratulatory ex­ 
change among the members upon the resolu­ 
tions adopted, the general expres-ion being 
that as the m atters discussed and acted upon 
had been street talk here and elsewhere, it 
was better to have them openly ventilated 
aud settled.

Resolutions of Respict for the Lat9 Ham 
C. Harrison—Action In Court. 


The m em ber. of the Sacramento bar met 
at the Superior Court room yesterday at 9 A. 
M. to receive the report of the Committee on 
Resolutions relative to the death of Ham C. 
Harrison, late a member of the Sacramento 
bar, who died a t Bakersfield on Alonday. 
J udge R. C. Clark, of the Superior Court, 
was called to the chair, and W in J . Davis was 
chosen Secretary. 
N. Greene Curtis, from the Committee on 
Resolutions—consisting of himself, I>. W. 
W elty and J . H . AlcKune—reported the fol­ 
lowing preamble and resolutions: 


IN 11EM0RIAM. 
W h e re a s, It pleaded the Supreme Judge of the 
Universe, on the 19th instant, to remove from our 
midst our esteemed friend and brother, iiarn C. 
Harrison, who fur long years served as a ministerial 
otlieer of our late District Court, and has long been 
associated with us as a member of the bar, and being 
desirous of putiing upon the records of our Court 
an expression of our deep grief for his loss and our 
appreciation for him, both as a friend and as a mem- 
her of our profession, therefore be it 
Resolved, That by tliis aftluting call from our 
midst of one whose upright conduct, amiable dispo­ 
sition and warm heart had deservedly won the re­ 
spect and regard of all who knew him, the bar iias 
lebt a most intelligent, able and courteous brother, 
and tire community a useful and estimable citizen. 
Resolved, The tlie members of the ¡sacramento bar 
will long affectionately cheri h the memory of their 
depar ed friend and brother, endeared Vo them as 
he was by the many excellent qualities which adorned 
his character both as a man and a law yer; and 
mingling their sorrows with those of h s afflicted 
family, they tender them their must heartfelt sym ­ 
pathy and condolence. 
Resolved, That as an additional testim ony of re­ 
spect for the deceased, the members of the Sacra­ 
mento bar wear the customary badge of mourning 
for thirty days ; aud that a copy of these resolutions 
be presented to the Superior Court of Sacramento 
county with the request th at they be entered upon 
its rec 'rds. 
Resolved, That a copy' of this preamble and reso­ 
lutions be sent to the family of our deceased 
brother. 
REMARKS. 
® Judge Curtis, in moving the adoption of 
the resolution, said : In the discharge of our 
duty we have endeavored so far as possible to 
bring forward some of the leading traits of 
character of our deceased brother, with no 
disposition to eulogize him more than he de­ 
served. 
We all knew him, and knew him 
well. 
His connection with the members of 
this bar aud with the Courts of this city has 
been of some tw enty years’ standing, and in 
different capacities. 
A t one time he was 
Deputy Sheriff, and at other times he has 
been Clerk of the Court. 
H is business rela­ 
tions with you, Mr. Chairman, have been 
very intimate. 
You had an opportunity to 
judge of his qualities, both of bead and 
heart. 
You knew him well as a man, and I 
entertain no question but what you feel as 
the other members of the bar do th at we have 
lost a man of great integrity, a man of un­ 
flinching fidelity, a man of great worth, and 
a useful citizen. 
W . B. C. Brown moved the adoption of the 
resolutions, and stated th at he had been very 
intimately’ acquainted with Mr. Harrison for 
some 23 or 24 y’ears. 
H e had known him in 
all the relations of life. 
He had many good 
qualities, and some failings which he trusted 
were buried in the grave. 
W e should recol­ 
lect his virtues, and try to emulate them. 
Society has lost a good and honorable man 
and the profession an upright and conscien­ 
tious member, and his family has lost a kind 
husband and a loving father. 


A. B. VENABLE, 
In seconding the resolutions, said : I had not 
expected to say one word on this occasion, 
but I feel th at I would be untrue to my own 
feelings did I fail to pay a word of tribute, 
however unworthily S|M>ken, or to lay upon 
the tomb of our departed friend and brother 
a laurel sprig, however bumble. 
Though my 
personal acquaintance with Mr. Harrison has 
extended through hut few years compara­ 
tively, I feel th at I was bound to him by 
peculiar ties. 
His friends and relatives of his 
native place, the historic city of Winchester, 
were my friends. 
W e often m et and talked 
over the men and m atters affecting our far-off 
homes. 
How often did we speak of the Cof- 
froths, Conrads, Carters, Sheraids and others 
whose names are household words in all the 
regions about his native place. 
His friends 
were m y friends, and that intimacy we es­ 
tablished here wits most generous ami cordial. 
Mr. Harrison’s name is one illustrious in it­ 
self, and those who bore it figured among 
the leaders in the best days of our repub­ 
lic. 
But, 
however pleasing this is or 
should 
lie 
to 
any 
one, 
our 
de­ 
parted friend looked not to them as a 
patent to nobility or worth. 
W ith his own 
nand he achieved his own success, and won 
the honorable position he held in the hearts 
of his feUow-citizeii8. 
W hat our brother has achieved, has been 
achieved by his own right arm. through his 
own streugth of character and unflinching 
integrity. 
B ut he has passed from our presence and 
association forever, and while we drop a lia r 
upon his dust, let us remember to cherish 
his worth and many’ virtues, while we live : 
Treail lightly on his ashes, ye men of genius, 
He was your kinsman ! 
Glean clean his grave, ye men of goodness. 
He was your brother ! 
The resolutions were then unanimously 
adopted. 
l ’resley D unlap moved th at they be pre­ 
sented to the Superior Court by the com­ 
mittee of which Judge Curtis was Chairman, 
and the motion prevailing, the meeting ad­ 
journed. 
IN COURT. 
W hen the Superior Court opened yester­ 
day Judges Denson and Clark occupied the 
bench. 
N. Greene * urtis, on presenting the 
resolutions adopted by the bar, sai-i: May it 
please tbe Court, ou yesterday morning the 
intelligence leached this city of the death of 
a member of the Sacramento bar, Mr. Ham 
C. Harrison, and the members of the bar 
called a meeting and appointed a com­ 
m ittee to draft suitable resolutions with 
reference to the sad event. 
The committee 
discharged their duty and reported on this 
morning to an adjourned meeting of this bar 
the preamble ami resolutions which they had 
drafted, Hon. R. C. Clark occupying the 
chair and most of the members of the bar 
being present. 
The resolutions were unani­ 
mously adopted, with the request th at the 
committee of the bar present them to the 
Superior Court with a resolution requesting 
th at they be entered upon the records of the 
Court. 
Judge (’urtis then read the resolutions and 
further said :

We hope and believe th at his record will lie 
found right and clear, and th at that Judge 
who is infallible in all of His judgments and 
decrees, will say, “ R est; be at peace.” All 
honor to his memory ; peace to his a-hes. 


JU D G E CLARK, 
From the bench, replied th at he had known 
the deceased very intim ately for more than 
twenty years; th at it atf irded him great 
pleasure to be able to bear w-itness to his 
many virtues and to his integrity, his man­ 
hood, his firmness as a friend and his faith­ 
fulness as an officer. 
H e had taken deceased 
into hi* confidence as a friend aud had 
never had reason to regret it. 
For his part, 
be cheerfully acceded to the request that 
the resolutions be placed upon the records of 
the Court. 
JUDGE DENSON 
Stated th at he wished to ad 1 a word in con­ 
firmation of w hat had been said by his asso­ 
ciate. 
I t had not been his pleasure to have 
known deceased as long as J udge Clark or 
Judge Curtis had known him, but his ac­ 
quaintance with deceased had been exceed­ 
ingly intim ate and friendly for about twelve 
years. 
A more honorable, upright and high- 
minded man he had never m et at the bar. 
The Court directed the Clerk to enter the 
resolutions upon the Court minutes a t length. 
Remarks were then made by L. S. Taylor. 
D. W . W elty and E . M. Al.irtin, eulogistic of 
Mr. Harrison, and the Court adjourned out 
of req>ect to the deceased.

Outline of th e Contents of the R epcrt 
to be Filed To-dsy. 


State Engineer W illiam Hammond Hall 
will to-day, it is expected, submit a large 
portion of his report to the Legislature. 
By 
way of introduction it Is learned th at the 
Engineer will point out w hat his report con­ 
tains, and refer to the Ant of M arch 29, 1878, 
under which his work has been prosecuted, 
aud which A ct directed what particular sub­ 
jects should chiefly engage his attention, to 
w it: a statem ent of facts and conclusions re­ 
garding irrigation, relief of rivers from floods, 
and the question of the flow of debris from 
tbe mines into the streams, and the injury to 
agricultural lands by the flow of debris 
thereon. 
The Work began. M ay 187S, aud 
the examination embraced the flow of mining 
debris, its extent, effects, and the possible 
remedies therefor, the rapid drainage and im­ 
provement of navigable streams, the irriga­ 
tion of the dry plains. 
These subjects, he 
says, are intim ately related, aud references 
are necessarily made from one to tho other 
departments of the report. 
H e is also by the 
law required to report a history ot operations 
and to give an account of “ the present 
condition of the inquiry,” and this latter 
necessitates a statem ent of what remains to 
bo done. 
The report has been divided into 
five parts as indicated above, and the data 
and special discussions have been grouped— 
outside of the general argument or statem ent 
of the nqiorts—into certain separate panera. 
An outline of the subjects reported upon 
may be thus stated: 
1’art 1. History of 
operations; 2, drainage of the valleys and 
improvement of navigable rivers; 3, flow of 
mining detritus ; 4, irrigation of the plains ; 
5, present condition of the inquiry. 


FART FIRST 
Gives a history of the operations of the en­ 
gineer department, the objects, nature, ex­ 
tent and manner of performance of the work 
undertaken, set out under these subheads : 
Objects and work of the department p the 
problems of drainage; tbe debris problem ; 
the problems of irrigation ; the field of ex­ 
am ination; organiza*ion of the force; the 
drainage surveys and exam inations; the irri­ 
gation surveys and examinations ; miscella­ 
neous surveys, examinations and observa­ 
tions ; synopsis of results; re-examination 
and observations; office work. 
FART SECOND.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEI1S. 


[From San Francisco exchanges of January 20th.] 
Bank Commissioners W att and W hite have 
gone to Sonoma county to inspect the banks 
there. 
The steamer Belgic, which sailed on Satur­ 
day for Japan and China, took 4 cabin pas­ 
sengers and 275 Chinese in the steerage. 
The U nited States Grand Ju ry íeported 
yesterday six indictments found, and made 
another partial report to-day of seven in­ 
dictments. 
The treasure shipment to China bv the 
steamer Belgic amounted to §419.929, of 
which $338,000 was in silver bars and $71,014 
in Mexican dollars. 
The steam er City of New York, which 
sailed for Honolulu and Sydney yesterday, 
took 43 cabin passengers and 49 whites and 6 
Chinese in the steerage. 
This morning the fog was so dense as to 
nearly render communication with Oakland 
impossible. Only one boat ran on the route, 
and she had to feel her way across with great 
caution. 
A very large crowd of men assembled at 
the Southern Pacific Railroad this morning to 
be employed as laborers for grading and 
tracklaying in Arizona. 
About 400 men 
were employed. 
M ayor Kalioch has been confined to his 
rooms in the Palace Hotel for several^ days 
past, owing to the unfavorable condition of 
his wounds, and is reported to be suffering 
considerably from the one in the breast. 
The electric light of the steamei State of 
California ha9 been undergoing some neces­ 
sary improvements, and will be placed in 
position as a headlight before she leaves on 
her next trip to Portland. 
A rule hns been adopted by the Supreme 
Court that criminal c ases shall be placed at 
the head of the calendar. 
Other causes shall 
be arranged on the calendar as the Chief 
Justice of the Court may direct. 
Quarantine Officer M cAllister went out to 
visit the cpiarantined steamer City of Peking 
this morning in his steam-launch. 
On ac­ 
count of the thickness of the fog, when he 
started to come back he could not find his 
way. 
A fter going hither and thither in the 
fog, and after narrowly escaping being run 
down W the Saucelito steamer, he finally 
brought up in about two hours at the Peking 
once more. 
There he borrowed a ship’s com­ 
pass and the first officer, and by this means 
found his way to shore. 
The first officer was 
sent back to the steamer immediately.
